ity of manufacUiring. conditions in this- country, as pointed 
oiil by an Englishman now visiting here for'the purpose of 
observation. This man is A'. T. Davey; secretary of the Insti- 
tute of Production Engineers';'an institution'which he "was 
largely instrumental in founding in the hope of improving 
English methods of management. He is visiting the eastern 
states,-locking through factories, talking with manufacturers 
and learning what he can, and incidentally telling of (lie dif- 
ferences between the factory methods of this country and his 
own, differences" which lie finds altogether ^in favor of the 
United States. 


Mr. Davey says English manufacturers do not go as deeply 


into (he Scientific management of-factories as the., Americans 
do, and that as a consequence";they are far behind this country 
in production methods. Because of this the English immifac- 
iurerlis not able to figure costs accurately, a matter which is 
considered of the first importance by American managers.
